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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 1/25/08 is acknowledged and has been entered. 

2. Applicant is reminded of Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, and species of 
immunoliposome comprising a pre-linked antibody fragment that binds a transferrin 
receptor and further comprises DNA encoding wild type p53 in Applicant's responses 
filed 8/27/04 and 4/30/04. Group I had been rejoined to Group II. 

3. In view of Applicant's amendment of instant claim 1 to delete the recitation of "1 :5" 
and to add in its place the recitation of "1 :10" as the lower value in the protein:lipid (w:w) 
ratio, and in light of Applicant's arguments to the issue of ratio and Fab vs scFv 
fragments, both presented in Applicant's amendment filed 1/25/08, the prior 103(a) 
rejections of record are hereby WITHDRAWN. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
